/  1  HEETINGS  to  the  Saints  and  friends  of  the  South  African  Mission.     Sister 
^T   Duncan  and  I  thrill  to  be  with  you  and  to  send  you  greetings. 

My  mind  goes  back  some  twenty-three  years  to  the  time  when,  as  a  young 
missionary,  I  tearfully  and  regretfully  said  goodbye  to  you  good  people.  As  we 
sang,  'God  Be  With  You  'Till  We  Meet  Again,"  I  knew  that  "sometime-some- 
where"  I  would  meet  my  South  African  friends  again,  but  little  did  I  realize  it 
would  be  yet  in  mortality.  I  am  grateful  to  the  goodness  of  our  Heavenly  Father 
that  I  am  privileged  to  associate  with  you  once  again  for  I  truly  love  the  saints 
and  our  friends  in  South  Africa. 

True,  many  changes  have  taken  place  since  1  laboured  in  the  South  African 
Mission.  The  children  that  I  knew  are  grown  up  and  have  families  of  their  own, 
and  it  is  with  sadness  I  learn  that  many  of  my  friends  are  no  longer  with  us. 
When  I  inquire  about  some  of  my  former  friends  and  learn  that  they  have  passed 
away,  I  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  Plan  of  Salvation  and  the  knowledge 
He  has  given  to  us  that  if  we  will  follow  in  the  ways  of  truth  and  righteousness 
we  will  be  reunited  with  out  friends  and  loved  ones  when  we  leave  this  earthly 
sphere. 

Although  we  have  just  recently  arrived,  I  have  found  that  many  things  have 
not  changed  during  the  years  for  which  I  am  exceedingly  thankful.  You  have 
retained  your  love  for  the  Lord  and  your  profound  testimony  in  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Surely  there  is  nothing  more  worthwhile  and  of  value  in  our  lives. 
You  have  retained  the  sweet  genuine  spirit  of  friendship  and  love  for  one 
another.  It  is  truly  inspiring  to  see  again  the  radiance  of  your  smiles  and  to  feel 
the  spirit  of  brotherhood  and  co-operativeness  which  is  in  our  midst.  Sister 
Duncan  and  I  and  our  children  are  deeply  appreciative  of  the  welcome  extended 
to  us  and  for  the  many  kind  deeds  and  courtesies  you  have  rendered  in  our 
behalf  since  we  arrived.  It  is  our  desire  to  meet  all  of  you  soon  and  to  get  to 
know  you  personally. 

On  one  occasion  the  Master  was  asked  which  is  the  great  commandment 
and  Jesus  said,  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all 
thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great  commandment.  And 
the  second  is  like  unto  it.  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  On  these 
two  commandment  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets." 

I  feel  that  the  saints  and  friends  of  the  South  African  Mission  are  a  living 
example  of  these  two  great  commandments.  I  know  the  Lord  is  pleased  with 
your  works.  I  know  His  blessings  have  been  poured  down  upon  you,  and  He  will 
continue  to  bless  all  of  us  if  we  will  but  obey  His  word  and  keep  His 
Commandments. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  outstanding  work  of  President  and  Sister  Wright, 
and  it  is  our  prayer  that  through  the  dilligent  efforts  of  all  of  us  we  can  maintain 
their  high  standard  of  performance.

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ELDERS  VICTORS  IN  HOL- 
LAND TOURNEY.  —  In  a  letter 
to  the  Church  Editor  received 
this  week,  President  Donovan 
Van  Dam  of  tne  Netherlands 
Mission  tells  of  participation  of 
tne  elders  in  tne  Invitational 
Basketball  Tourney  during 
"Sports  Week'  in  Holland, 
which  bnx.gni  much  acclaim  to 
the  players  and  favourable  pub- 
licity for  tne  Cnurch.  H.s  letter 
follows : 

"Our  Mormon  Elders  team  of 
10  players  was  invited  to  partici- 
pate in  the  tournament  and  be- 
came the  champions  by  winning 
all  of  their  games.  In  the  first 
round  they  beat  the  University 
of  Amsterdam  by  a  score  of  34 
to  28.  After  only  a  one-hour 
rest  they  played  again,  trounc- 
ing the  Leuven  University  five 
from  Belgium  by  a  score  of  34 
to  22.  The  following  evening 
before  a  crowd  of  many  hundreds 
they  played  in  the  finals  with 
the  University  of  Brussels,  win- 
ning 45  to  37.  Tne  English  entry, 
the  University  of  Leeds,  had  al- 
ready been  eliminated  by  the 
Belgians. 

"At  a  huge  dance  which 
climaxed  the  Sports  Week'  our 
team  was  presented  with  a  large 
loving  cup  trophy  upon  which 
were  engraved  the  names  of  the 
players  who  were  on  the  team. 

"Motion  pictures  were  taken 
during  the  game  and  after,  and 
these  were  snown  throughout 
Holland  the  following  week  in 
all  theatres.  Much  favourable 
publicity  for  our  Church  resulted 
from  this  splendid  activity."

Our  cup  of  happiness  has  been  full  while 
working  with  you. 

The  most  important  things  are  those  of 
eternal  value,  and  the  most  priceless  gift  is 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  which  has  been 
provided  by  a  Loving  Father  and  elder 
Brother.  The  most  satisfying  work  we 
can  imagine  is  to  labour  as  humble  ser- 
vants of  the  Master.  We  have  enjoyed 
our  work  in  the  Mission  Field  more  than 
anything  else  we  have  ever  undertaken, 
and  are  thankful  for  the  opportunity  we 
have  had  to  serve.  Many  blessings  have 
come  to  each  member  of  our  family.  We 
are  deeply  grateful  to  the  First  Presidency 
and  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the 
glorious  experiences  we  have  enjoyed. 

Our  assignment  in  coming  to  South 
Africa,  and  our  desire,  has  been  to  help 
build  the  Kingdom  of  God  here  and  to  bless 
your  lives.  We  trust  that  we  have  made  a 
small  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
and  that  we  have  been  worthy  of  your 
trust  and  confidence. 

Members  of  the  Mission  Council,  District 
and  Branch  Officers,  as  well  as  members 
throughout  Southern  Africa  have  been 
generous  in  support  of  Uo.  We  sincerely 
appreciate  your  loyalty  and  co-operation. 
We  know  of  your  devotion  to  the  Church 
and  are  confident  that  the  Lord's  blessings 


will  be  added  to  you  for  your  faithfulness. 
We  have  observed  the  fruits  of  the  Gospel 
in  your  lives,  and  have  been  thrilled  to 
see  refining  influences  and  joy  enter  the 
lives  of  new  members.  We  have  also 
been  reassured  by  the  steadfastness  of  old 
members  to  Gospel  ideals  and  Church 
standards. 

During  our  term  of  office  we  have 
travelled  extensively  among  you.  It  has 
been  a  pleasure  to  meet  you  personally 
and  to  be  in  your  homes.  We  are  truly 
grateful  for  the  kindnesses  and  hospitality 
which  have  been  extended  to  us.

It  will  be  our  pleasure  to  see  most  of  you 
again  before  we  leave  to  return  to  our 
home  in  Salt  Lake  City.  In  company  with 
President  Wright's  parents  we  will  visit 
Southern  Rhodesia  and  the  Transvaal,  and 
later  the  coastal  cities  as  we  travel  up  the 
East  Coast.  We  look  forward  with  keen 
anticipation  to  seeing  you  once  again,  and 
are  thrilled  that  our  parents  will  have  an

On  January  1,  1953,  President  Evan  P. 
Wright,  after  four  years  of  leadership, 
turned  the  affairs  of  the  South  African 
Mission  over  to  President  Leroy  H.  Duncan. 
This  is  the  second  time  in  less  than  twenty 
years  that  President  Wright  has  completed 
a  successful  mission  in  Southern  Africa.  In 
1930  he  came  to  this  land  for  the  first  time 
to  serve  under  President  Dalton.  While 
here  he  laboured  in  Port  Elizabeth  and 
Cape  Town  and  toured  the  Mission  as 
director  of  the  M.I.A. 

He  returned  home  in  1933  and  soon  after 
set  out  for  South  Africa  to  start  a  business 
with  two  missionary  companions.  Between 
1933  and  1948  President  Wright  made  four 
trips  to  Africa;  was  married  to  his  sweet 
wife  at  Cumorah  in  1936;  became  the  father 
of  three  children,  the  first  of  whom  was 
born  in  Johannesburg;  served  as  Branch 
President  twice  in  Johannesburg  and  once 
in  Atlanta  Ga. 

The  time  came  when  the  Wright  family- 
turned  their  eyes  toward  America  and  set 
out  for  home  intending  to  settle  there  per- 
manently. However,  their  plans  were 
changed  almost  immediately.  Once  again 
they  started  a  trip  to  this  continent,  this 
time  to  represent  the  first  Presidency  of 
the  Church. 

On  November  10,  1948,  they  arrived  in 
Johannesburg  and  the  President  began  his 
work  by  interviewing  all  the  missionaries 
in  that  district.  Since  that  time  almost 
200  missionaries  have  taken  part  in  the 
work  of  the  Church  in  this  part  of  the 
world.    Two  hundred  missionary  sons  and 


daughters  who  have  looked  to  President 
and  Sister  Wright  for  encouragement  and 
advice  many  times. 

The  last  four  years  have  been  years  of 
great  progress  for  the  Mission.  The  new 
offices  at  Cumorah,  where  the  work  of  the 
Mission  is  being  carried  on  so  efficiently, 
were  erected  as  a  result  of  the  effort  of 
President  Wright.  Much  of  the  initial 
planning  for  the  chapels  in  Springs  and  in 
Johannesburg  has  been  completed  and  con- 
struction of  these  buildings  should  soon  be 
started.  Among  the  new  Branches  that 
have  been  organized  are:  Bellville, 
Luanshya  and  Krugersdorp.  For  the  first 
time  missionaries  have  taken  the  Gospel 
to  the  people  in  Northern  Rhodesia-  A 
proselyting  plan  has  been  prepared  to  en- 
courage the  missionaries  to  present  the 
Gospel  to  the  Afrikaans  speaking  people, 
effective  way.  To  aid  the  teaching  of  the 
Gospel  to  the  Afrikaans  speaking  people 
several  pamphlets  and  tracts  have  been 
published  in  that  language.  All  these 
things  testify  of  the  great  love  and  valiance 
of  President  Wright  and  his  good  wife. 

Sister  Wright  has  been  a  stable  and  en- 
couraging help-mate  to  her  husband.  To 
her,  many  tasks  have  been  assigned  and 
one  of  the  most  difficult  of  these  has  been 
the  work  accompanying  convention-  Were 
it  not  for  the  tireless  efforts  of  Sister 
Wright,  the  saints  gathered  at  these  meet- 
ings could  not  have  enjoyed  such  Spiritual 
and  Material  Feasts-  Weeks  before  the 
meetings  began  she  had  planned  the  menu,

Salvation

What  is  the  world  thinking  about?  What 
is  their  aim  in  life?  Do  they  realize  that 
this  mortal  existence  is  short?  Do  they 
know  we  have  a  special  purpose  in  life 
which  requires  every  minute  of  our  time? 
It  is  about  time  the  people  of  the  world  and 
even  the  members  of  the  Church  came  to 
the  realization  that  there  is  a  divine  pur- 
pose for  our  mortal  existence. 

The  thrills,  blessings  and  experiences 
which  have  come  to  me  during  the  last 
two  years,  while  I  have  been  engaged  in 
missionary  work,  have  made  me  very 
much  aware  of  the  shallowness  of  life 
which  exists  in  the  outside  world- 

,  As  a  missionary  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  my  work  has 
largely  been  amongst  the  worldly  souls, 
and  it  has  been  my  impression  that  they 
themselves  feel  there  is  something  lacking 
in  their  lives-  It  is  easy  for  one  who  knows 
the  true  joys  of  life  to  recognize  the  dis- 
contentment in  those  who  fail  to  under- 
stand the  true  significance  of  life- 

While  standing  at  an  intersection  and 
observing  the  passing  of  the  general  public 


— husbands,  wives,  friends,  sweethearts — 
it  made  me  sad  to  see  how  many  people 
looked  unhappy  and  discontented.  Only 
the  children  and  an  occasional  couple 
looked  pleased  with  life,  while  the 
majority  looked  like  walking  bundles  of 
misery  which  I  am  sure  is  no  contribution 
of  joy  to  the  heart  of  the  Eternal  Father. 

Think  of  what  percentage  of  the  world 
is  in  this  state.  I  have  found  during  my 
labours  in  this  country  that  the  reason 
their  lives  are  shallow  and  that  they  have 
no  special  purpose  in  life  is  because  they 
are  ashamed  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
When  speaking  to  them  about  the  Gospel, 
they  duck  their  heads  with  a  hard  look  on 
their  face,  slam  the  door,  or  laugh  at  you- 
This,  however,  has  only  been  a  testimony 
to  me  of  the  truthfullness  of  the  Gospel, 
and  also  has  caused  me  deep  concern  for  I 
know  the  value  of  souls  is  great  in  the 
sight  of  God.  When  I  meet  with  these 
people  I  wish  as  Bringham  Young  did:  that 
tongues  of  seven  thunders  would  awake 
them.

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The  Great  Apostle  Paul  was  a  powerful 
leader  among  the  Jews  before  his  conver- 
sion. His  greatest  purpose  in  life  was  to 
obtain  power  and  worldly  gain.  On  his 
way  to  exercise  that  power  in  persecuting 
the  Saints  of  that  day,  he  was  struck  down 
and  blinded  by  the  power  of  Almighty 
God  and  became  converted.  He  lived  to 
bear  one  of  the  most  powerful  testimonies 
of  all  times.  He  instructed  the  Church  at 
Rome  in  a  mighty  epistle:  "For  I  am  not 
ashamed  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  for 
it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  Salvation  to 
everyone  that  believeth."  How  very  true 
this  is.  The  power  of  God  is  Salvation  and 
this  is  found  only  in  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 
Salvation  is  that  thing  which  brings  hope 


to  the  lives  of  men  and  happiness  in  the 
hearts  of  all  who  grasp  it. 

The  Apostle  Paul  bore  testimony 
throughout  the  remainder  of  his  life  that 
he  had  obtained  the  great  joy  and  happi- 
ness which  made  it  possible  for  him  to 
walk  with  his  head  held  erect  in  any  place 
on  earth  and  to  associate  with  any  group 
of  society. 

To  the  Latter-day  Saints  salvation  has  only 
one  objective  and  that  is  exaltation  in  the 
Celestial  Kingdom  of  God.  To  obtain  this 
salvation  we  must  never  be  ashamed  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  must  gain  a

We  encourage  you  to  do  likewise,  re- 
membering that  the  race  is  not  to  the  swift, 
nor  the  battle  to  the  strong  but  to  those 
who  endure  to  the  end.  The  Church  is  the 
vehicle  by  which  we  may  work  out  our 
salvation.  Continue  faithful  and  active, 
honour  the  Priesthood,  support  those  in 
authority,  accept  all  assignments  given  to 
you  and  serve  in  a  spirit  of  love.  We 
earnestly  counsel  you  to  be  true  to  the 
standards  and  teachings  of  the  Church.  Be 
united,  support  each  other,  faithfully  keep 
your  covenants  as  members  of  the  Church, 
continue  in  family  prayers,  keep  the  spirit 
of  the  Gospel  in  your  homes.  Do  all  of 
these  things  and  let  the  superiority  of  the 
Gospel  light  shine  forth  in  your  lives — 
then  not  only  salvation  but  also  exaltation 
will  be  your  reward.
